January, last, when 1,891,695 tons 
of cargo, valuéd at $65,586,544, 
arrived at or was exported from 
the port. It represents a gain 
of $11,000,000 over January, 1926, 
with a total of $54,620,852, as 
well as December. 1925, with com- 
merce valued at $54,209,969. Pres- 


ent indications are that the Feb- 
ruary totals will ro these fig- 
tres by an appreciable margin. 

Bhioping interests at the port 
declare that bright promises for 
the future of the American mer- 
chant marine are shown by the 
steadily increasing percentage ‘of 
American-flag versels arriving 
from all ports of the world.

I really wasn't in Les Angeles 
at al) yesterday afternoon. | 

I was far away. down in the 


‘| beautiful South Sea Islands, wit- 


nessing the lives and loves of Moe- 
na and hie .graceful Polynesian 
sweetheart. I was lecking upon 
the anguish of Moana being tat- 
tooed; I was gazing at the grace- 


of the natives, at the way in 
which little Pea, the Polynesian 
kid, smoked eut giant crabs, 
helped capture the great turties, 


and I was watching the thrilling 
battle with the wild boar. 
More than all, I was sitting right 


[there et the edge of the little na- 


tive hut, watching Moana and his 
sweetheart dance that bewitching, 
gorgeous, amoreus Siva dance. Nev- 
er was dance like that. Let our 
inhibited white folk try as they 
may, never will they evolve a dance 
like that. 

“Moana” is with us at 
that picture on which Robert Fla- 
herty and his wife spent two years 
in the making, and which opened 
yesterday at the Rialto, playing all 
day to packed houses. 

Watching the eawinding of this 
gorgeous and charming film one 
doesn’t im the least realize the 

——e the Flahertys had in mak- 
ng it. 

But in a series of articles in 
the magazine Asia they have told 
of the taboos, of the su itions, 
of the technical difficulties against 
‘which they worked. 

At least one of their too impres- 
sionable native heroines ran away 
and got married during the making 
of the film: a feud between two na- 
tive villages wes precipitated 
through the meking of certain 
scenes; & man was murdered in 
connection with that wild boar 
hunt; and devils had to be placated 
before -they could work indoors in 
some of the interiorr: and -after 
many patient months of work, a 
lot of the film had to be remade 
due to a destroying element in the 
cavern water in which the film was 
washed. 

Since Robert Flaherty made 
“Nanook of the North" he has 
studied picture bullding. 

“Moana” has a cohesive charm 
that “‘Nanook" lacked. even it 
it hasn't the virile thrill, due to 
the nature of living conditions of 
the subjects. 

But while in “Naneok" the des- 
perate battle for life furnighes the 
drama, in “Moana” the lack of this 
thrilling suspense is more fhan 
eompensated for by gorgeous love- 
lineas, languorous charm, the bea- 
tifle ease and beauty of life among 
an utterly charming and fascinat- 
ing people. - 

Moana’s sweetheart dees not 
wrap herself in furs. In fact, she 
wears nothing above the waist ex- 


strings ef beads, while above her 
ear rests the inevitable tiara blos- 
som. She is soft and round and 
pretty and endlessly graceful. Moa- 
na‘s splendid body is endlessly 
graceful and impressive, too, as he 
guides hia narrow canoe through 
the terrific breakers, spears fish, 
swims naked beneath the clear wa- 
ter or distills the kava. 

One very great charm of the 
picture, one that makes every hap- 
pening vivit and real, is that you 
never feel for a moment that any- 
body le acting. 

You feel you cannot stand to 
see another bite of the bone needle 
as Moana filnches, lying on the 
ground, when the old chief strikes 
a bit deeper in -the tatteoing proe- 
ess which proclaima that the youth 
has become a man. You sympa- 
thise with his little. sweetheart, 
watching and soothing him. 

You marvel at little ?-year-old 
Pea as he climbs the caccanut 
tree, helps capture the mammoth 
turtle from the sea, creates fire by 
rubbing two sticks together and 
amokes the giant erab from his 
place in the rocks. | 

You can almost hear the wild 
yells of the dancing hardes as they 
drive the demons away from Moa- 
ne during the torturing tattooing 
process.
